That lamps have of late steadily 
grown in popularity is a sign of 
our growing national instinct for 
beauty. The flicker of gas, and the 
hard, uncompromising glare of the 
electric light, have alike proved 
trying to many whose sense of 
tong values in light is too fine to 
be satisfied with crudities. The 
warm subdued tone of the shaded 
lamp easily places it in advance of 
all rivals, while even in daytime a 
handsome lamp is as distinctly an 
ornament to a room as ,my article 
of bric-a-brac. 

The manufacture of lamps has 
increased to a wonderful degree. 
There are to-day exclusive large 
lump stores in almost every city of 
any size, and the manufacture and 
proper use of chimneys have de¬ 
veloped into a science which few 
persons understand. 

The great bugbears about lamps 
are the chimneys and the wicks; 
oh these and on the kerosene odor 
depend the objections. All of this 
may be readily overcome. A per¬ 
fect chimney for any lamp should 
be as large as the brackets of the 
burner will permit; it should be 
as high as convenient, and not too 
narrow toward the top. Lamps 
are by no means an expensive lux¬ 
ury, unless one has a very costly 
or antique relic to begin with ; but 
the cost of maintaining a lamp in 
daily use is not more than one- 
eighth that of any other illumi- 
uant. It is also the only true arti¬ 
ficial light for the eyesight. Soft 
and untiring, steady and mellow, 
it is most grateful to the eyes. 

Yellow or while globes give the 
best results. Green is not so desir¬ 
able, and although much affected 
by students and others who burn 
the midnight oil, it is easy to be 
seen that the area of illumination 
is contracted, ivhile in the day¬ 
time no lamp can show to advan- 


bfe as is supposed, and are, as a 
matter of fact, not so injurious as 
gas. The latter is detrimental to 
plant fife, whereas lamps are not, 
Florists know this well, and gas 
is not found in the hothouses and 
greenhouses whence come the floral 
beauties of New York's market, 
they use kerosene lamps aitogeth¬ 
er. 

Lastly, the housewife, who really 
understands the care of the lamps 
will give the reservoir a thorough 
cleaning once a month, and if the 
Wick has become clogged with the 
waste matter it has drawn up, she 
will replace it with a new one. 

Properly handled, nothing will 
give so much real pleasure and 
such a sense of harmony as the 
lamp, while for decorative pur¬ 
poses nothing can compare with it.

This is a crucial test of patience to 
the housewife or the maid who has 
the Care of the lamps, and truly it

self. Rewicking, which is neces¬ 
sary so often; the care of the 
Wicks, rubbing the wick each 
morning; the charred portion, 
which insists on falling on the 
burner with the intelligence of 
original sin ; the gummy substance 
which falls around the wick—all 
these are exasperating trials. All 
these may easily be overcome by a 
few Simple rules, so that almost 
any lamp Will give satisfaction. 

First, to be careful to see that 
the Wick-Space, or tube, is perfect¬ 
ly straight and even, so that the 
wick will not bind anywhere. 
Next see that the draught supply 
is perfect and adequate to support 
a large flame. Also do not neg¬ 
lect to have the reservoir at least 
two-thirds full of oil. Lamps are 
many times blamed for giving a 
poor light When the whole fault 
lies with the maid, who did not 
feed the lamp euough to support 
its life. Last, and well-nigh most 
important of all, see that you have 
the proper wick. It should not 
fit the space too tightly, should 
not be woven too compactly, arid 
should be made of a material as 
nearly non-combustible us Is prac¬ 
tical, 


Care of the Feet. 

To better the condition of the 
feet and prevent enlargement, 
bathe frequently and rub briskly. 
Scrape with a file all callosities 
If this is continued the affected 
parts will in time be relieved. To 
relieve the pain from an ingrowing 
nail, thrust a bit of absorbent cot¬ 
ton, wet with the following lotion, 
under the ingrowing nail, which 
scrape and file down until very 
thin: 

1 ounce chloride of zinc. 

1 drachm muriatic acid. 

1 drachm Bitric acid. 

In early stages of ingrowing nails 
paint them with perchioride of 
iron. This is usually successful. 

Should you inflict a wound by 
cutting a corn or paring the nails 
immediately bathe with some an 
tisepiic lotion, such as boracicacid 
listre .6, or glycerine and carbolic 
acid solution in proportion of two 
parts of glycerine to one part of 


carbolic acid. 

To remove corns soak the feet for 
twenty minutes in hot water, soft¬ 
ened with borax or ammonia 
After doing this any part of the 
hard skin that is softened should 
be removed by using the pointed 
part af a nai! file, working around 
the edges of the corn. Now paint 
it With this remedy: 

1 gramme salicylic acid. 

1-2 gramme cannabis iiidica. 

1 glamnie alcohol, 90 per cent. 

2 1-2 gramme other, 05 per Cent. 

5 gramme collodion (elastique). 

Apply this with a camel’s hair 

brush every night for two Weeks, 
at the end of which, after soaking 
the feet for half an hour in hot 
water, the whole corn, including 
the so-called root, can bo ousiiy 
picked out, 

If unfortunate enough to have 
corns between the toes, isolate them 
With absorbent cotton, powdered 
with alum or tannin. 

A simple lotion for corns and 
bunions, but not as effectual as the 
above; is the following: \ 

1 drachm berate of sodium. 

1 scruple fluid extract of cannabis in- 
dlca. • 

1 oss, collodion, ..■■■■■ 

Apply every night until the corn 
softens and can be scraped off.— 
The Household.

humanity’s Dislike of Certain Ani¬ 
mals. 

. One of the unexplainable things 
in human nature is the antipathy 
of persons to certain animals. A 
Woman - is afraid of a mouse and 
Lord Roberts dreads a eat. vWhy 
is it? D- 

Nearly every one will admit, pri¬ 
vately, that some Instinct ofhori 
rOr leads him to shrink from cer¬ 
tain animals which he knows to 
be harmless. This feeling general¬ 
ly increases as we proceed down¬ 
wards in the scale of animal life, 
reaching its maximum at insects 
and spiders. But it is not confin¬ 
ed to the.-e lower animals. Apart 
from the feeling some women 
have toward mice there are men 
Who have some such feeling to- 
ward dogs. Going from mam¬ 
malia to birds, such feelings may 
be unusual, but some persons have,! 
to a certain extent, this horror at 
the idea of touching certain fowl-, ! 
though most birds seem to them 
unobjectionable.) 

As regards reptiles, the feeling 
is common. Thousands shrink 
from touching a common ring 
snake, or a slow worm, the most 
harmless of animals; or even a 
frog, but others will make pets of 
frogs or of the harmless kind of 
snakes. So a woman might make 
a pet of a frog and shrink from a 
mouse. 

This instinctive dread rearhes 
its most marked point in the case 
of insects and spiders. Some shud¬ 
der at the thought of touching 
any insect, or, they would say, 
creeping things. Some would play 
with certain insects—a moth—but 
shrink from others, as a cock¬ 
roach, or earwig, both perfectly 
harmless. With years these feel¬ 
ings may change. The “goat 
moth” is one of the large moths, 
and I should gladly let it crawl on 
iny hand, but’ even now, after 
many years, I shudder at the mere 
thought of touching the caterpillar 
of that moth* I mention these 
things about myself because One 
can, in such cases, say with cer 
tainty what one has known, but 
not what one has merely been 
told. I hope some readers, whose 
ingenuity or knowledge is more 
profound than mine, will suggest 
a satisfactory explanation of these 
singular feelings which we certain¬ 
ly have toward some and various 
creatures. . . 

Whether other animals share 
such, feelings I know not, but I 
will tell an anecdote suggesting 
something of the kind. An ob¬ 
server saw two hungry sparrows 
in the street, With a black object 
between them, which they seemed 
to wish to pick up. But the thing 
seemed to wriggle and the birds to 
shrink from it, and soon they flew 
away* What repelled them was a 
a beetle, resembling that common¬ 
ly called the “devil’s coach-horse,” 
and, like, the sparrows, the observ 
er shrank from it.

Sweet powders for Children, 
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ITALIAN VIOLINS. 


The First “Sfrnd” Sent to London 
Could Find No Purchaser, 

Italian violins have* not always held 
the supremacy they now enjoy. It was 
not indeed till the beginning of the 
nineteenth century that they came into 
vogue to any extent outside their na¬ 
tive land. Previously Jacob Steiner 
(1621-83) was the favorite maker, and 
his high model trad been almost exclu¬ 
sively copied by his fellow Germans 
nnd the different makers in France and 
England. When the elder Corvetto, 
Svho had been a merchant before enter¬ 
ing the musical profession, came to 
London, in 1738, he brought with him 
some instruments by Stradivari. The 
result of this endeavor to introduce 
Italian work into England fills one with 
pathetic wonder. It is almost beyond 
belief. As he could not got as much as 
£5 ($25) for a violoncello he was obliged 
to send the instrument back to Italy 
for a bad speculation. Five pounds for 
a “Strad,” aud not a single purchaser 
to he found! 

This incident in itself furnishes suffi¬ 
cient testimony to the slavish following 
of the great German maker and the 
strong prejudice of the-violinists of 
that period in favor of the high model. 
It is indeed the players who are most 
to blame for the slow adoption of the 
flat model, for the creator must make 
what is necessitated by the demand; 
but the eighteenth century fiddlers, at 
any rate in England, France and Ger¬ 
many, seem for the most part to have 
been content that their violins should 
possess a small sweet tone, .never real¬ 
izing the lack of power and sonority.— 
Connoisseur. 


He Said to Himself. 

Kansas enjoys the distinction, possi¬ 
bly, of being the only state in the 
Union where a man has been allowed 
by a court of inquiry to testify regard¬ 
ing what he said to himself.

The clock, 
in fact, lias run ever since it was built, 
except for rare stoppages for repairs. 
To this day the single hand which 
travels slowly round the dial outside 
the tower of Castle Ruslien is the 
principal source of information as to 
the hour to the inhabitants of Castle¬ 
town. A timepiece Which has worked 
continuously for more than 300 years 
is something Of a real curiosity.—Jew¬ 
elers’ Circular. 


Tlic Water In Utah's Great Unke. 

Salt lake is by no means a saturated 
solution of salt, yet it is five or six 
times as rich in salts as the ocean and 
nearly ns strong as- the Dead sea, In 
summer it contains between 20 and 22 
per cent of salt, the saturation point 
not being reached until the salt forms 
a little over a third of the liquid. 
There are all through the great basin 
numerous saline lakes and ponds, but 
none of the size and importance of 
this in Utah. Not infrequently they 
are shallow and entirely disappear 
during the dryness and heat of sum¬ 
mer, leaving to mark -their sites oifly 
a stretch of some acres—or it may be 
miles—of clay or mud, entirely cover¬ 
ed With salt, 

A Singing Well. 

A singing well Is one of the natural 
curiosities of Texas. In fine weather a 
sound like that of an aeolian harp is 
given out by the well. At times the 
Sound Is clear; then It recedes, as if 
far away, and then it reaches the car 
Very faintly. These changes take placo 
every few minutes and with great reg¬ 
ularity. With an east wind blowing 
tile Water in the Well gets very low, 
and the mysterious musical sound is 
fatal, A strong west wind causes the 
water to rise and the sound to increase 
in volume and clearness.
